Cincinnati, May 29.— The unusual iU' 
torest In the Republican state couven 
Hon at Columbus this wMk is due to 
ita mdirMt tltct on President McKln 
1«7 B«it yMtr, aa wall as to Ita direr t 
ftffcet Ota atate faettoaa and contending 
candidates this yaar. 

In the earlier sklrmlahing there wa« 
talk about the posalbillty of a state ad- 
mlnlvtration that niould ua« Ita power 
to aaourt an anti-MoKlnley d^egatlon 
from Ohio to the Republlcaji national 
coDventioo next year. Since all but 
four of the 88 counties hare selected 
delefataa* it la found that about the 
only thine th«' dolecataa are nnaitl 
tnouB upon is the Indorsement of the 
national adniinistratlon. All the can- 
didates for other places un the state 
tlekptt .an w«U a« that for soT«rnor, 
h*?e had|Mronc reaotntiona adopted in 
their counties for their delegates to 
indorse the national adnolnistratioH. 
Even the Kurtz-Bushnell-McKiBSon 
element announce tl^at they are not 
■falBit McKlBlay, but they are acainst 
Haana and any candidate favored by 
Hanna. 

It is still claimed by some that the 
result of the convention this week nay 
daterattaa what 'fisd' ot a' MeKlaley 
delegation will b« sent from CHilo to 
the Republican national convention 
neit year. It is conceded that much 
depends upon thee omoiittco on cre- 
dapanda uppo thaiaeBaiUfha m era- 
deattala next tharadajr. ao fir aa iMith 
this year and next year are concerted. 

Cuyahoga county, the heme of Sen- 
ator Hanna, has 68 delegates and leads 
the llat>«t coateats with tfirea different 
dalasationa. \ Hamttta».4 mnatir. the 
hone of Senator Forakar, haa the 
largest delegatlen, 86 votes, and it also 
. has a dissenting delegation, as well as 
the one headed by Oaarge R Cox. 

While a big maaa ap^vantion will 
be held here to protest agalaatthe man* 
aer la which the Cox delegatioin was 
aalected, and to select 86 contestants, 
yet no members of the county commlt- 
tfa will partidpaia la It and it la 
thought that the Hamlltoa coonty con- 
test, as well as some othera, will be dis- 
posed of on prima facia evidence of 
regularity.

Waterloo. la.. May 29.— The through 
train from Chicago to Minneapolis over 
the Rock. Island and Burllngtoa, Cedar 
Rapida and Northern rallwaya waa 
wrecked Sunday at the crossing of 
Sink Creek, about four miles south- 
east of this place. The train consist- 
ad Of alz coactaaa. .including mail and 
baggage car, amoking car, two paa» 
enger coaches and sleei>er. Nine per- 
sons were Killed and 25 injured. 

The list of the dead: E. 1>. Arnold 
A. McLaughlin, Muskegon, Mich.; R, 
H. Schwatta, Alton, Ilia.; Ilaiild. Hallo.

A cloudburst bad vrashed the sand 
and gravel roadbed, leaving the track 
unsupported for a stretch of 20 feet 
The rails and ties held together, and 
thara waa nothing to indicate tha in- 
aecurity of the road. The engine 
struck the washout and was derailed 
in the ditch hesside the track, and be- 
hind it the cars were piled up In con- 
fusion. Tlie mall cav tipped orar aad 
telpscopad by the baggage car, behind, 
while the rear end of tha baggage in 
turn telescoped the smoker. The roof 
of the sleeper ploughed ita way 
through the day eoaalj ^^ila tha lower 
half of the latter craahed through the 
sleeper. The engineer and fireman 
Jumped from the traia and aacapad 
with slight injuries. 

T^e news was brought to thla city 
by ,a mall clerk, the fire whlatle was 
blown, a switch engine and coach 
hastily prepared and a relief train 
went very speedily to the scene. The 
injured passengers were extricated 
from the debris and brou^ here, 
Aaother relief train soon arrived from 
Cedar Rapids and took a number of 
the seriously injured to be treated in 
the hospital in that city. 

F. J. Day, AUiaton, la., a paaaaager. 
said: "The train was running at good 
speed and at a point about three or 
four miles from Waterloo it left the 
track. The engine and baggage car 
were thrown about 10 feet The en 
gineer evidently bad hia eagina under 
excellent control, aa I aerar aaw such 
a sudden stop. The smoker, where I 
sat, telescoped the baggage car and I 
found myself with the brakeman on 
the roof of the day coach."

Colonel George M. Ran' 
dall of the Eighth infantry was present 
as commissioner of the United States 
General Rula Rivera, who was induct' 
ed into oflloa of civil gOTamor of Ha- 
vana, there to raoalira tha arms, with 
a representative of General Gomez, 
four or five Cuban officers and fifteen 
reporters were also present Half a 
dozen American clerfcs, with the rolls 
of tha AoiaricaB army, sat along the 
table at the headquarters of the Eighth 
regiment. A bag of gold was display- 
ed, but there were no applicants for a 
share of it. At noon General Rivera 
left, reraaxklBg that It waa wasting his 
time to stay there, and Major Dodge 
went to the Hotel Trocha to inform 
Governor General lirooke of the state 
of affairs. Four professed privates ap 
peared at about 11:30 a. m. without 
arma, but as thair, names ware not on 
tba rolla thay ware act paid.

Manilla, May 2.— The approach of 

the wet season finds the insurrectioB 
seemingly taking a new lease of Ufa. 

All along the American lines the Fil- 
Iplnoa are showing mora aggreaaiya ab- 
tivity, in thair guarriUa atyto. thaa at 
any time before since the fall of Ma- 
lolos. They keep the United States 
troops in the trenches, sleeping in their 
clothing and coQataotly oa the alert 
agaiaat daahaa BBOB.«Qr outpoata, aad 
they make life wano for tha Amarioan . 
garrisons in the toWBB. 

The banda of Oeneral Luna and Oea- 
eral Maacardo, which retreated toward 
Tarlac when they feifed they would 
be caught between General MacArthur 
and General Lawton, have returned in 
force to their old trenches around San 
Fernando, if^bere there are daily col- 
liaioaa. Oppo(|ita our llnea on 
south protecting Manilla, all the wl9 
around to San Pedro MacatI, the Fil- 
ipinos havp three rows Of tranchaa 
most of the dist^ce. 

Reports from prfaqaars Indicate' that 
the inaurgenta construe the peace ne- 
gotlatlona to mean that the Americans 
have had enough of fighting. The Fll- 
ipinoe are also encouraged by tha ba- 
liaf that tha AaMrtoaaa am pvapariag 
f or aa latenral of iaafltlTlty during tha 
wet season. This period Is sure to be 
followed by njuch suffering. Thou- 
sands of acres that were under culti- 
vation laat year have not bMo plowed 
thia yaar^ and the g m.a r ii yfrt, ,vUi 
probably be obliged to feed f^ousands, 
Just It fed the Cubans. 

Friendly natires, Amigos, continue 
to pour Into tha American llnea by lantf 
and river routea. coming from the ter- * 
ritory of Insurrection Into the country 
whore the pasaage of the two armies 
hare lain and practically throwing 
thamartvaa upon the charity of ttair 
corquarora. Such able-bodied man aa 
are not In the Filipino ranks have been 
kept by the insurgent leaders to dig ® 
trenches, and old men, women and 
cbidraa from tha maaa of the refugeea. 
Tbeaa ara doiag aoBM plowing, bat 
they will be eoafroated with huoger 
before they can realise any aubaiataaoa 
from their crops. 

Tha United States army has organ- 
ised a ayatem of dlatrlbuting rice at 
Maloloa and some of the smaller towns, 
where Filipino stores were captured; 
but the latter will soon be exhausted.
